The contest now nearing its cli- 
maz, is the first one of its kind 
ever undertaken on a scale em- 
bracing the entire country. It was 
prevteded by a similar contest last 
year in which only the high 
schools of Southern California 
took part. That event was 80 
favorably received that it gave 
birth to the Idea of a oe 
competition among high schoo 
orators, with the Constitution for 
their subject. 


Sponsored by forty-one metro- 
politan newspapers and 572 other 
publications throughout the coun- 
try, the contest was opened Feb- 


ruary 3, last. The response to the 
appeal made by the sponsors to 
the schools to enter the competi- 
tion was instantaneous. In South- 
ern California, for instance, high 
school students were busily at 
work on orations within a few 
days after the call went out and 
the same thing was true in every 
other part of the Pacific Zone, as 
well as in all the other zones of 
the country. 

In the thirteen counties com- 
prising the Southern California 
territory there were some 15,000 
entrants, who prepared orations 
in the 125 high schools that were 
finally represented and the total 
number of orations pre 
numbered more than 64,000. In 
Bast the number of contestants 


the more populous centers of the 
surpassed that of the West. though 
in proportion to population, the 
number of western entrants shows 
that the movement here was as 
enthusiastically supported as in 
any other part of the country. The 
largest number of contestants in 
any one institution was that of the 
DeWitt Clinton High School of 
New York City, of whose 8661 
pupils all entered the contest. 

Following the preparation of 
orations in the different schools, 
elimination tests were conducted at 
each institution. All the orations 
were carefully ¢xamined by faculty 
members and the writer of what 
was considered the best was se- 
lected as the school’s representa- 
tive at an elimination contest for 
a group of schools within a given 
district. The district represents 
tivee then met in group elimina- 
tions, where the winner became 
the group representative at the 
next elimination, which determined 
the representative for the semi- 
finals conducted in each zone. At 
the semifinals, the winners became 
the zone representatives for the 
grand final to take place at Wash- 
ington

NEW DISCOVERIES 


REGARDING VITAMINS 


For years it has been known 
that lack of certain properties in 
the food we eat may cause dis- 
ease. Within the last twenty years 
four of more vitamins have been 
named and found to cause by their 
presence bodily harm in man and 
animals. In spite of the fact that 
the word vitamin was coined in 
1911 and has since become a part 

nearly every one vocabulary, 
vitamins have never been really 
known except through their ef- 
fects. Now, however, the chemi- 
cal isolation of two of the vita- 
mins, B and D, has been reported. 
Dr. Walter H. Eddy of Teachers 
College, Columbia University, New 
York, working with Dr. 
Williams and Dr. Ralph W. Kerr. 
has announced the igolation of D. 
and Dr. Atherton Sejdell of the 
United States Public Health Gerv- 
los Hygienic Laboratory has ob- 
tained a erystaliine substance that 
has all the properties of vitamin 
B. Dr. Seidel! used Fullers earth 
to absorb from à solution of yeast 
the active vitamin principle and 
after precipitating a picric acid 
and subjecting this product to 
many solutions and crystallizations, 
yellow transparent flakes were ob- 
tained which protected pigeons 
against the lack of vitamin B. 


Vitamin D. which Dr. Eddy and 


his associates have isolated as a 
erytalline substance, has always 
been a partner of vitamin B, at 
one time being confused with it. 
D hes another name. “bios.” Un- 
like vitamins A, B and C. it does 
not affect the growth of animals 
and man, but confines itself to 
stimulating yeast to more vigorous 
growth. This preliminary work in 
discovering the true nature of vita- 
mins promises to vield fruitful re- 
sults of a practica) nature, and is 
declared by nutrition experts to be 
of great importance to experiments 
in életetics.

SINCE THE WAR 


School. attenéence in Germany 
today is compulsory between the 
ages of 6 and 14. in 1911, says 
949 children attended school. In 
1923 this number war reduced to 
8,898,320, exclusive of the approx- 
imate 17 per cent living in the 
lost areas. University attendance, 
on the other hand, shows a mark- 
ed increase, partly to be explained 
by the fact that the universities 
draw attendance from occupied 
and ceded territories, as well as 
from unoccupied Germany. In the 
twenty-three German universities, 
for exampie, there were enrolled 
in 1913 seme 60.061 reguler and 
7648 special students.

EFFECT OF 
TAX BILL IS 
EXPLAINED 


Goodcell Says Reduction 
in Income, Excise ‘Levies 
Operative in Month 


Tf Congress adopts the proposed 
new Revenue Act as it stands to- 
day, its immediate effect will be 
substanti@ity as follows, accord- 
ing to Rex Goodcell, Collector of 
Internal Revenue: 

The flat 25 per cent reduction 
on income taxes paid this year on 
1928 tncome would become effec- 
tive thirty days after the Presi- 


ment of excise taxes, including 
those on theater admissions up to 
50 cents, jewelry and soft drinks 
also would take effect within thirty 
days after the bill became law. 
Under the proposed act normal 
taxes would be 2 r cent on net 
income up to $4000, instead of 4 
per cent as at present, 4 per cent 
on the next $4000, and 6 per cent 
on all income above $3000. The 
exemption for a married 
couple with net income in excess 
of $5000 would be increased from 
$2000 to $2500. while single per- 
sons receive $1090 personal exemp- 
tion as at present.

Cranks hat's 
a Motor Boon 


Since the sf came out 


a number of inquiries regarding 
the patented compensating crank- 
shaft with which it is equipped. 
The chief problem which has 
confronted engineers since the in- 
vention of the automobile, is that 
of eliminating vibration. Vibration 
is the enemy of economy and pow-

resulted from a lack of balance, 
and @igineers spent many thou- 
sands of dollars in fine laboratory 
tests to devise a way to attain ab- 
solute balance against gravity.

In this trip I saw 
many of the homes of 
the farmers. They 
live in villages and 
go out into the fields 
to work. During the 

summer many of 
them sleep out of doors. Their houses 
are small and mean in comparison with 
the homes of the peasants of Germany 
or France. They are often wretched 
huts of one story, with the windows 
unglazed, and without chimneys. The 
floors are of stone and often an open fire is 
used for cooking. There is almost no fur- 
niture to speak of and there are no modern 
conveniences in the house or out. The fam- 
ily washing is usually carried to the 
streams, although in Thebes there are 
municipal washtubs of concrete, fed by cold 
water. The women stand out in the street 
as they launder their clothes. 


In the better cultivated parts of the 
country there are often two-story houses, 
but even here the people sometimes live 
in the second story, reached by a stairway 


from the outside. The ground floor is 
stable. 


Notwithstanding the meaness of the 
homes, considerable house industry is car- 
ried on in them. Many of the peasants spin 
and weave all the wool, flax, and cotton 
needed for their clothing. The women 
cut out the clothes and make them. The 
looms are very primitive, and in some parts 
of Greece they have little hand cotton 
gins which separate the fibers from the 
seeds. They dye their cloth in bright col- 
ors and often spin it out in the courtyard 
or street. Some of the woolen cloth made 
is beautiful.

An 
American woman who has made a fortune 
in bee-keeping in the United States has re- 
cently made a tour of Greece. She under- 
stands all about the flowers that produce 
honey, and she tells me there is no land 
upon earth that has so many as this. She 
has found fifty different varieties of blos- 
soms in a tramp of one day, and says that 
each contains honey. She thinks Greece is 
especially fitted for bee farming, and that 
it might supply the honey of Europe if it 
had apiaries handled after modern methods. 
As it is now, the hives are mere baskets, 
plastered with mud, and the dees are 
smoked out when the honey is taken. Many 
are killed and the comb is 80 rudely re- 
moved that most of the honey must be 
pressed out and strained for the market. 


Fortunes in Currants 


REECE is a land of fine fruits. It has 

oranges, lemons, and figs, and peaches 
as rosy as the Elbertas of Georgia. The 
melons would make a darkey’s mouth wat- 
er, and the white grapes are as large and 
delicious as those of Malaga.

It was on June 18, 1787, that Hamilton 
presented to the Philadelphia Convention 
his plan of a constitution for the United 
States. It is an adaptation of the theory 
of the English government of the Eighteenth 
Century to American conditions. Culbert- 
son, in his prize essay on Hamilton, at 
Yale in 1910, tells us that “It seems very 
natural that his nationalistic leanings | 
should have led him to favor the institu: 
tions of the nation from which the colo 
their traditions and 
law. Hamilton believed that the principle 
of government, evolved through centuries 
of experience by the Anglo-Saxon race, 
would work well among the same race, liv- 
ing over the sea. He advocated a strong 
executive, restrained by popular will, and a 
popular assembly checked by a conserva- 
tive senate. If government, he says, “Is in 
the hands of the few, they will tyrannize 
over the many; if it is in the hands of the 
many they will tyrannize over the few. It 
ought to be in the hands of both, and they 
should be separate.” | 

Hamilton did not expect the government 
to accept his plan entirely, but he hoped to 
make men want ,a strong central govern- 
ment. His services in forming the const! 
tution of this country were invaluable, and

Let us see what may be a few of the 


many reasons she has for this encomium 


to his ability as a statesman. 


If we turn to the pages of Graydon’s 
“Memoirs” we find there a striking pic 
ture of Hamilton, as he appeared to Gray- 
don, who had been a prisoner of war in 
the hands of the British for some months, 


and who on his arrival at the American’ 


‘camp at Morristown, was entertained at 
Washington's quarters. Here, for the 
Arst time,” he says, “I had the pleasure 
of knowing Col. Hamilton. He presided 
at the general's table where we dined; 
and in a large company in which there 
were several ladies, he acquitted himself 
with an ease, propriety and _ vivacity 
which gave me the most favorable im- 
pression of his talents and accomplish- 
ments; talents, it is true which did not 
indicate the solid abilities his subsequent 
career has unfolded, but which announced 
@ brilliancy which might adorn the most 
polished cirales of society.” 

Herein may be found the key to the 
. great value of his services to Washington 
and our country at that time. It was dur- 
ing this year of 1777 that the Washington 
circle was increased by the arrival of the 
. Marquis de Lafayette and other French 
officers. Hamilton, whose mother had 


taught him to speak French in the early. 


days of his life on the Island of St. Nevis, 
in the West Indies, greatly “facilitated in- 
timacies which had an important bearing 
on the issues of the war.” 

It seems that just at the time Lafayette 
Joined the army, Washington was under 
a cloud and an intrigue was in progress to 
displace him. Owing largely to Hamilton's 
influence, Lafayette refused to listen to a 
Congressional cabal against Washington, 
and wrote home; “Attached to the general, 
and still more to the cause, I did not hesi- 
tate, but held to im whose ruin was an- 
ticipated.” Hamiltons latest biographer, 
Henry Jones Ford, says that this was 
really the turning point of the Revolution- 
struggle, and it was saved by the 
French alliance, after it had deen ruined 
- by the behavior of Congress, The 
thought of what might have happened to 
our country had not Hamilton preserved 
easy an@ natural relations with those 
French officers is pot an agreeable one. 
“He provided them with a source of clear 
and accurate Information and exerted an 


influence ot inestimable value at this 
crisis.” 


Irving's Description 
T WAS after the battle of White Plains, 
when Washington was forced to make 
one of his “masterly retreats,” and the 
loss of Fort Washington, which followed 
soon after, that we get, through Washing 
ton Irving, a picture of Hamilton of pene 
trating interest.

Randsburg about 6.30 oelock that 


On the way, the Scouts 
visited many interesting places, in- 


cluding the abandoned mines and. 


several mining mills. They made 
camp just outside of Randsbursg, 
each Scout cooking his own sup- 


per and setting up his own shelter 
tent in style. The next 
‘morning they visited one of the 
richest gold mines in Randsburg. 

From there they struck out 
across the desert to Last Chance 
Canyon, where they explored the 
newly discovered petrified forest. 
This canyon is the oddest and most 
beautiful of the Mojave. There 
they spent several hours in the 
colorful arroyos and caverns, ex- 
amining the interesti specimens 
in the petrified forest.

The remainder 
of the day was spent on a long 
hike back into a beautiful volcanie 
canyon, where the boys secured 
many queer volcanic specimens.

Then the party start- 
ed for Johannesburg, where 
formation was sought regarding a 
lost voleanic canyon. Leaving 


Johannesburg with thirty gallens

In order to understand the proper time 
to control these various mites and how to 
‘control them, it 
to know something about what they look 
like and how they live. .. 

The common red spider, Mr. De Ong 
points out, is a web-spinning species, oc- 
curing on the under side of leaves of all 
trees except almond, where it feeds on 
both sides. It can be found in practically 
all stages of its life history in any month 
of the year. During the spring and early 
summer months it lives on weeds and cul- 
tivated plants, and the mites leave these 
hosts soon after the plant is kill 
They are most numerous during 
and late summer. 


The eggs of the common red spider are 
very minute and are barely perceptible to 
the eye without the use of a lens. This 
spider can be distinguished from the other 
two in that it is yellowish-green, with a 
large dark spot or a cluster of small ones 
on the upper surface on each side. The col- 
ors vary according to the host on which. 
they feed. 

The common red spider over-winters in 
the adult stage and nymphal stage on win- 
ter-growing plants, or in the soil, Mr. De- 
Ong has never found the mites living un- 
derneath the bark, as it is so commonly 
thought they do. 

The brown or almond mite is different 
from the common red spider in that it does 
not produce a web, and that it ign mgr 
in the egg stage, the young emerging in 
the spring as the buds open. These can 
be — gy ol collecting on the twigs in the 
daytime and working on the leaves at 
night. They live on -one host throughout 
their entire life history except when they 
are transported by wind or other carriers. 

The egg of the brown mite is a deep red, 
frequently with a yellowish tinge. It also 
is barely epreeptibie to the naked eye. The 
adult is reddish-brown, with a green tinge; 
the first pairs of legs are elongated and the 
body is flattened. 

The citrus mite spends the winter in the 
egg stage. It has a deep red color, with con- 
spicuous white spines arising from promi- 
nent tubercles on the body, The egg is a 
flattened sphere in shape, with a promi- 
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nent stalk. 
CONTROL MEASURES 

It has long been observed that there is a 
correlation between moisture supply and 
the degree of injury occasioned by red 
spiders. Close studies made by DeOng have 
substantiated these observations and have 
indicated clearly that the injury becomes 
more severe if the trees are suffering from 
insufficient water. It is indeed important 
that the trees be provided at all times with 
an adequate amount of water, in order to 
reduce the amount of injury.
